One- Act Plays 


Educational Leader Favors Move 
For Building of New Plant Here 
For Santa Ana College Students 


Speaking before a gathering of 
.clubs présidents and the executive 
board in the Y-Hut Thursday, Dr. 
Percy R. Davis, Santa Ana Superin- 
tendent of Schools, discussed possi- 
bilities for a new junior college cam- 
pus. 

“A plant adequate for a student 
body numbering 1200 could be built 
and maintained if the people of 
Santa Ana would set aside six dol- 
lars per year, this pro-rated on 
$7,500 actual property esa Dr. 
Davis announced. 

He explained that because of the 
junior college’s over-crowded condi- 
tions and the rapid growth of daily 
attendance over a period of 10 years, 
that either the junior college would 
be put down to the level of a glori- 
fied high school or student influence 
would have to affect new college 
buildings. 

Aside from all the disadvantages 
of a 6-4-4 plan, if the college adopt- 
ed such a measure, the possibility of 
becoming a four year college would 
be destroyed for Santa Ana, accord- 
ing to Dr. Davis. 

In group discussion the fact was 
pointed out that Santa Ana does not 
realize that classes are held in the 
cafeteria, that class rooms are crowd- 


ed to capacity, that class rooms have 
not been found for four courses to 
be offered next semester, that with 
inadequate housing an _ inadequate 
curriculum must be scheduled, that 
high school students now _ occupy 
rooms in the junior college building, 
and that enrollment has increased to 
a student body of 784. 

The advantages and _ possibilities 
of a four year college in Santa Ana 
were enumerated as follows: the half 
million dollars now spent by students 
who go gway to universities would 
be spent in Santa Ana; the salaries 
of instructors would bring into the 
city; and the cultural value of such 
an institution is inestimable to the 
city. 

As the county has reached no de- | 
cision on a combination of Fullerton 
and Santa Ana junior coleges, the 
alternatives were stressed that either 
Santa Ana must realize the necessity 
and opportunity of a new junior col- 
lege or students must submit to high 
school organization; and the jayceans 
must bring the fact to the city of 
Santa Ana. 

Further business included reports 
on radio programs, parking situation, 
size of pictures for the annual, and

The subjects selected are English, 
history, algebra, a laboratory, science 
any foreign language and any ad- 
vanced mathematics. Until a year ago 
fifteen units were required, but the 
rute was flexible. A letter from a 
principal could obtain admittance 
for a student who had not the neces- 
sary number of units.
